Joined by a junior bulJ 
calf by Calrossie Cock Robin that stood 5th 
in a class of 17, they placed first in the 
group of three calves class, and in compe- 
tition with cattle of all ages stood third in 
the get-of-sire. At the International these 
heifers placed second and seventh in a 
class of twenty junior heifer calves. 


Because Campbell Farms have been so 
liberal in selling the service of Calrossie 
Cock Robin, and calves at foot by him in 
their annual Saptember sale, they are left 
with very few to show. Each year they ex- 
hibited at just the two toughest shows in 
America — the Royal Winter Fair and the 
International.

Please Read This Important Message About Fees To Record 
In The American Herd Book 


The American Shorthorn Breeders’ Association charges a special fee for transferring 

cattle imported from the British Isles into the American Herd Bock. It is not feasible for a 

' seller to pay these fees on an entire sale offering... Therefore, United States buyers are notified 

that the duty of paying this fee falls upon the individual purchaser. The fee applicable to these 
cattle is $100 for each transferred into the American Herd Book. 


There are a few exceptions. The fees applicable to all the service sires has been paid. 
An American buyer is permitted to transfer the imported-in-dam calf at foot for a fee of only 
ten dollars at the time the imported mother is transferred. 


In the event a United States buyer purchases an imported cow, and her imported-in- 
dam calf is sold to another United States buyer, it shall be the duty under the rules of this sale 
for the purchaser of the cow to pay the fee on the imported mother, so that the purchaser of the 
calf will pay the lesser fee of $10. Im the event the mother is sold to a Canadian purchaser, this 
rule would not apply. 


Some of the cattle in this sale are out of permanent members of the Campbell Farms 
herd. In these cases Campbell Farms will pay the imported transfer fee. We will announce at 
the sale which animals this rule applies to. A fee of ten dollars is the charge made by the 
American Shorthorn Breeders’ Assn. for transfer from the Canadian Herd Book to the American 
Herd Book. 


The fee on cattte imported from the British Isles for transfer into the American Herd 
Book is to be raised to $200. This will apply to animals purchased in the British Isles after 
September 1, 1954. Everything in this sale was purchased in Scotland long before that date and 
the old $100 fee will thus apply. 


All cattle in this sale are eligible for registry in the American Shorthorn Breeders’ 
Assn, herd book and we will deliver the transferred Canadian certificates to them. 


This Sale Is Easy Jo Attend 


Campbell Farms is easy to reach. It is just an overnight trip by train each 
way for midwestern and eastern breeders. For example from Chicago take the Can- 
adian Pacific (New York Central Station) leaving Chicago at 7:35 p.m. CST. This ar- 
rives in Moffat (change Guelph Junction) at 7:30 am. You can get a train back in 
the evening that will arrive in Chicago at 8:10 a.m. Schedule from eastern cities to 
Toronto is similar. We will be glad to meet you in Toronto if advance notice is given. 


The main Toronto airport (Malton) is 35 miles from the farm and upon request 
we will meet you there. Toronto is a two hour flight from Chicago with several daily 
flights. Those wishing to hurry home after the C.N.E. judging could make the 2:55 
p.m. flight arriving in Chicago at 4:25 p.m. 


There is no more beautiful time of the year to drive. Should you care to do 
some sightseeing, remember that Niagara Falls is only 90 miles from the farm.

Of great concern to buyers at any sale is the cost of getting cattle home. This 
depends largely upon the attitude of the seller in keeping cattle until combination 
shipments can be made. Campbell Farms has the reputation of cooperating 100% in 
this matter. Cattle sold to go to Western Canada and the Maritimes can be held at 
the farm free of charge until the Royal Winter Fair when shipment can be arranged 
with fair exhibitors. Cattle will also be held free of charge for pool shipments from 
the annual October sales of Messrs. Russell, Beath, Beacon, and Murphy.

Guarantee 


1. Proper care should be given by purchaser to protect breeding qualities and 
health of animals. Any cattle in this sale that are fitted for exhibition purposes by their 
new owners are excluded from the following guarantee. 


2. All bulls are guaranteed breeders. If bull when sold is 14 months of age or 
over and fails to breed, he must be reported within 6 months. If under 14 months of age 
when sold and fails to be a breeder, he must be reported at the time he attains the age of 
20 months. A bull shall not be allowed to serve when under 14 months of age or be allow- 
ed to run with the herd when under 20 months of age. 


3. Cows sold with calves by side are considered proven breeders. All other cows 
and heifers sold as a single lot are guaranteed breeders, except calves sold by side of dam 
as one lot and heifers under sixteen months of age at time of sale. Heifers shall not be 
served for first calf by heavy or old bull. Cows and heifers over three months gone in calf, 
according to service date furnished at time of sale, but not proving in calf, must be reported 
to seller within three months from date of sale; all others served within three months of 
date of sale not proving in calf or not settled must be reported within six months.
